
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
WEDNESDAY SEPTEMBER 29, 2004 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 
 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was moderate in Eastern Great Basin Area and light elsewhere.  Nationally, 
124 new fires were reported.  One new large fire was reported in the Northwest Area.  Very high 
to extreme fire indices were reported in California, Nebraska, Nevada, Utah and Wyoming. 
 
Presidential Disaster Declarations have been issued for Hurricane Frances in Florida on 9/4; for 
Hurricane Ivan in Alabama, Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi on 9/16; and for Hurricane Jeanne 
in Florida on 9/26.  An Area Command Team (Ribar) is assigned to the Florida Disaster Field 
Office, Orlando, FL.  An Area Command Team (Zimmerman) has been ordered.  Numerous 
resources have been mobilized as part of the relief effort, including aviation assets, mobile 
caterers and showers, national buying teams, crews and miscellaneous overhead personnel. 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS: 
 

HURRICANE FRANCES / IVAN RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).  
A transfer of command from a Type 1 Incident Management Team (Bennett) to a Type 1 Incident 
Management Team (Hart) will begin today.  The Team is managing a base camp at Saufley Field 
Naval Air Station in Pensacola, FL.  A Georgia Type 2 Incident Management Team (Cline) is 
assigned to Saufley Field Naval Air Station in Pensacola, FL, and is supporting the receiving and 
distribution of relief supplies.  A Type 1 incident Management Team (Sexton) is managing an 
Operational Staging Area at Maxwell Air Force Base, Montgomery, AL.  A Type 1 Incident 
Management Team (Anderson) is assigned in Milton, FL, and is managing a base camp and 
supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies.  A transfer of command from a Type 1 
Incident Management Team (Wilcock) to a Type 2 Incident Management Team (Mullenix) will 
occur today.  The Team is managing a base camp and supporting the receiving and distribution of 
supplies and debris removal in central Alabama.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Lohrey) 
is supporting county crews in the removal of debris and the clearing of vegetation in Baldwin 
County, AL.  A transfer of command from a North Carolina Type 2 Incident Management Team 
(Houseman) to a Type 1 Incident Management Team (Frye) will begin today.  The Team is 
assigned to the Jacksonville Naval Air Station, Jacksonville, FL, and is supporting the receiving 
and distribution of relief supplies.  
 
HURRICANE JEANNE RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).  A Type 
1 Incident Management Team (Kearney) is assigned in Martin County, FL and will manage a 500 
person base camp.   
 
HURRICANE JEANNE RECOVERY, State of Florida.  Three Florida Division of Forestry Type 2 
Incident Management Teams (Beauchamp, Johnson and Jones) are assigned in Indian River, St. 
Lucie and Polk Counties, FL, and are managing the distribution of relief supplies.   

 
 
 
 
 
 
 



NORTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

PETER FRENCH, Fish and Wildlife Service, Malheur National Wildlife Refuge.  This fire is six 
miles southeast of Narrows, OR in grass, sage and peat. Poor accessibility to portions of the fire 
area has hampered suppression efforts.  Active fire behavior was observed in peat bogs and tule 
grass.

MANAGING VEHICLE TRAFFIC IN SMOKE 

Smoke has the potential to cause safety hazards to vehicle traffic in the vicinity of active fires 
(both wildfires and prescribed), especially at night. The following traffic-related items should be 
considered and addressed in local unit planning documents prior to an incident/project. 

  

 Identification, location, and phone numbers of local units that have law enforcement and traffic 
control responsibilities in the smoke-impacted areas. Review any local agreements with these 
agencies presently in place. 

  

 Identification of important, public roads that may be impacted by smoke 

  

 Identification of adequate equipment and trained personnel to control traffic. This may include 
warning signs, communications equipment (preferably not using the active fire frequency) and 
vehicles equipped with warning or flashing lights. 

  

 Identification and phone numbers of radio and television stations that can issue traffic 
advisories for the smoke-impacted area 

  

 Identification of alternative traffic routes as part of the incident/project traffic plan 

  

 Identification of traffic routes subject to temperature inversions as well as contributory factors 
such as fog and ice 

  

When potential smoke-related problems are identified: 

• Advise the Incident Commander, Burn Boss, or Agency Administrator that severe smoke 
exists.  

• Notify local law enforcement units and highway departments of a potential problem.  
• Implement preplanned actions such as posting smoke warning signs.  
• Ensure that proper equipment is ready and appropriate personnel are briefed on 

contingency plans and are available to control traffic.
